Our property owoers, 
with ample protection against fire, can 
compel the insurance companies to re- 
duce their rates of figures proportion- 
ate to the slight risk they will 
have, for it will not be so necessary 
as now to insure at all. 


Scarcely second to the question of 


fire protection is that of the public 
health. There is no doubt that a 
large proportion of the sickness of the 
city is due to impure and unwhole- 
some water.

Most of it 
is more or less contaminated with the 
drainage from sewers, privy vaults 
and other receptacles of filth.' This 
impure water produces the most seri- 
ous of the diseases which prevail here 
to any extent.

is little doubt that the general use of 
such water would be followed by a 
speedy improvement in the public 
health anda reduction in the mortuary

bills, etc., would more than onset the 
small increase iu their taxes. 


An important consideration is that 


water works are absolutely necessary 
for the preservation and development 
of tmr manufacturing interests. Fort 
Wayne is absolutely dependent upon

manufacturing establishments,

It is a well known fact that important 
manufacturing enterprises would have 
been established here in the past but 
for the fact that we had no water 
works. 
They required fire protec- 


tion and could not afford to pay the 
high rates of insurance that were de- 
manded; hence they sought other lo- 
calities. There is no doubt that if the 
Pittsburgh shops, or the Wabash shops, 
or the OLD£ factory were "destroyed by 
fire, they would not he rebuilt. Hun- 
dreds of men would be permanently 
thrown out of employment and a death 
blow dealt to the prosperity and pro- 
gress of Fort Wayne. 


If water works are not carried at the 


next election, they can never beerect- 
ed by the city, at least not until the 
present generation shall have passed 
away where water works are not 
known. 
The constitutional amend- 


ment limiting the indebtedness of cit- 
ies will undoubtedly be adopted at 
the next election, after which Fort 
Wayne will have no power to increase 
her indebtedness for. any purpose. 
Therefore, 
unless 
Fort 
Wayne 


builds water works now, she can nev- 
er build them. 


All things are now favorable for the 


enterprise. Materials are low; labor 
is cheap, interest is not high, and 
the credit of the city is so good 
that 
money 
can 
be 
obtained 


at a very low rate of interest. The 
saviiig to be effected by the funding 
of maturing city bonds, the reduced 
cost of running the fire department, 
the saving in the matter of fire cis- 
terns, etc., will almost, if not quite, 
overbalance tlie slightly increased tax 
to arise from the building of water 
works. 


Many additional reasons, of almost 


equal force, might •'be given why Fort 
Wayne should build water works at 
once. But the above should be suf- 
ficient to induce any reasonable man 
to vote in favor of the improvement.

That I have carefully considered the 


whole question, and herewith submit i 
estimates and suggestions which I trupfc 
may serve to aid you ia reaching cor- 
rect and logical conclusions. 


Like many, or most, other cities, 


your greatest preliminary-&s well as 
permanently important question per- 
tains to the source of supply—a ques- 
tion fraught with an importance sec- 
ondary, perhaps, to no other, 


SOTJRCE OF SUPPLY. 


, Chemically pure water is neither 
obtainable nor desirable for ordinary, 
public and private uses. In its nor- 
mal elements of oxygen and hydrogen, 
it is unsuited to the various needs of 
communities and individuals. 
Its 


great solvent properties render it an 
attractive receptacle for extraneous 
solids, and gasses, commonly designat- 
ed as impurities. When in contact 
with the atmosphere it is constantly 
undergoing purification or contamin- 
ation until equilibrium is attained. 
Pure water may be contaminated by 
contact with impure air and pure air 
may be rendered at least temporarily 
impure while receiving and oxodizing 
poisonous gases evolved from impure 
water. During its subterranean pass- 
age or while percolating the earth it 
absorbs mineral and other soluble sub- 


question: should receive due promi- 
nence and intelligent consideration; 
but in contradistinction to many oth- 
er cities, I regard your case us fortu- 
nate beyond ordinary comparison. 
Your contiguity to several sources of 
copious supply leaves you free to 
select whichever .may seem best suited 
to your various needs—either from a 
single source or by a composite ar- 
rangement, such, for instance, as to 
take your main supply from wells, 
with an auxiliary connection to meet 
extraordinary contingencies, from Spy 
Run or the St. Joseph River; and I 
think it safe to say that either will 
compare favorably in point of health- 
fulness and purity, with the supply of 
other cities East and West. 


For further information relative to 


this interetesting subject, I respect- 
fully refer you to the following com- 
munication from Prof. Duemling of 
your city:

Suspended impurities usually impart 
turbidity or color to the water, and 
are removable by subsidence or filtra- 
tion, whUe those in solution can on- 
ly be fully removed by distillation. 
Waters which are impregnated even 
to a dangerous degree with organic 
pollution, are frequently limpid, in- 
odorous and pleasant to the taste; on 
the other hand, turbid and unsightly 
waters may contain nothing harmful 
—nothing 
seriously 
objectionable 


either for culinary or mechanical uses. 


Rainwater, at the time of its transi- 


tion from vaporto water, may becon- 
sidered pure, but before reaching the 
earth, especially in populous manufac- 
turing districts, it absorbs and carries 
with it poisonous Basses and other at- 
mospheric impurities, and we accord- 
ingly have purer air after "refreshing 
showers," while cistern waters become 
proportionately impure and emit un- 
pleasant odors when kept confined in 
closely covered cisterns. 


All investigation teaches that the 


purest waters are generally found in 
running streams. 
Notwithstanding 


their occasional turbidity from sus- 
pended sediments, they promote more 
readily the precipitation of impurities 
and present a greater percentage of 
surface for the action of nature's great 
purifying agency, the oxidizing influ- 
ence of the atmosphere. 


Well water, although clearandcqld, 


may contain impurities of a dangerous 
character. It is prone to act as a nat- 
ural and convenientdepository for the 
worst phases of pollution— the drain- 
age from kitchens, barns, privies, etc., 
pollutions, the sources of which never 
cease, but are constantly replenished 
or increased. 


Organic impurities may be regarded 


as two-fold in origin and effect. As 
found in rivera with ordinarily clean 
shores, they generally result from 
vegetabledecomposition,andare rarely 
harmful in quality or quantity; min- 
eral impurities are frequently bene- 
ficial. Well waters usually hold a 
greater quantity of lime and magnesia 
in solution, producing what is termed 
'hard

The well water taken from well! n 
City Park property is therefore a water 
below the average hardness. The slight 
turbidity of the specimen you, handed to 
me is Caused by suspended particles which 
would be taken up by a proper filter. 
As to organic matter the usual tests have 
shown the well-water to be almost entirely 
free-front a. The water out of Spy Bun 
contains some organic matter, thoughitis 
purer than the third and. fourth specimen, 
which showasomewhatlncreasedamount 
of it. There is no reliable method known 
which allows to determine the gtumtitv of 
organic matter in a sample of water there- 
fore I can but compare the specimens. It 
may-be safe to say that the Soy Bun water 
as it appears In the sample, would not 
prove injurious to health, but the sample 
taken from the Canal Feeder and the SL 
Joseph River show an amount of organic 
matter which .makes 'them suspicious 
though many of our citizens,- I am sure! 
drink water from then- cisterns and wells 
which is still more loaded with: organic 
substances.: I have no doubt, however, 
that the canal and river water might be 
sufficiently purified by a proper filtering 
process.

the St. Joseph Kiver, from which an 
abundant supply of soft water and of 
more than average purity can always be 
drawn. It is unquestionably purer 
and more desirable for all domestic 
and mechanical uses than the wells 
and cisterns now supplying your peo- 
ple. A well devised system of subsi- 
dence or filtration, or both, would of 
course, prove beneficial, as with all 
river waters. 
I should locate the 


point of intake above the French 
Brewery, and thus avoid objectionable 
drainage from that establisment. 


The 
importance of the subject, 


coupled with au earnest desire that 
your citizens may be lead to an intel- 
ligent investigation of a question so 
inseparably linked with the city's 
present and future health, safety and 
general progress must be my excuse 
for thus extending this portion of my 
report to an unpremeditated length". 


•THE PUMPING WOKKS. 


Your City Park being in every way 


eligible, I should recommend it as a 
suitable location for your pumping 
works, together with such wella as you 
may decide to construct; the wells 
can thus be kept safely remote from 
contamination incident to the en- 
croachment of population. At a point 
near the junction of Eighth street and 
Spy Run, your pumping works would 
be easily adjacent to any or all the 
several contemplated sources of sup- 
ply. Preliminary to a final decision, 
as to your pumpjng machinery, other 
component parts of the system should 
be considered. Continuity of service 
by "direct supply"_with or without 
a stand pipe of ordinary diameter,

following as Heisch's sugartest, which 
is simple and easily made :

sugar added, and the bottle freely ex- 
posed to the daylight in the window 
of a warm room, the liquid should not 
become turbid, even for a week or ten 
days. If the water becomes turbid it 
is open to grave suspicions of danger- 
ous contamination, but if it remain 
clear, it is almost certainly safe." 


In the absence of more actualknowiT 


edge as to the depth and converted 
area of the gravel deposit underlying 
a portion of your City Park, to the 
extent of dependence upon this source 
may be to some extent problematical 
During the year 1876, your then city 
engineer (Mr. John Eyall) made- sev- 
eral borings along and adjacent to 
Spy Eun; several wells were also sunk 
at different points in the park, with— 
as I understand— generally favorable' 
results. I was present at a pumpino- 
test of one of these wellsby Fire Chief 
Vogel, on the 7th of June. The well 
is situated nearthe junction of. Eighth 
street and Spy Eun. Its inner diam- 
eter is six feet, and extends to a point 
about one foot below the top of water- 
bearing gravel. Its maximum capacity 
at that date was forty-five gallons per 
minute, or at the enormous rate of 
1,382 gallons per square foot, per 24 
hours. Such a rate, however, could 
not be maintained in continued ser- 
vice, as it would continually displace 
the finer particles of sand and gravel 
The maximum rate of flow through 
filtering galleries when placed along 
side of rivers should not exceed 200 
gallons per square foot per 24 hours; 
and even this rate is seldom found 
durable when clarifying turbid river 
waters. But when, as in this CDS- 
the water is supplied from subterra- 
nean sources, perhaps a more rapid 
rate may be safely contemplated. 
At 


400 gallons in 24 hours per square 
foot, a daily pumpage of 3,000,000 


staud pipe. For instance, with reser- 
voir or tank service, one first-class 
compound or condensing engine, with 
capacity to pump twenty-four hours' 
supply in eight to ten hours, would 
have ample-resting time. And a cheap 
auxiliary non-condensingengine would 
furnish all' needed safeguards against 
contingencies—such "as accidents to 
main engine, large conflagrations, etc. 
Intermittent pumping will also prove 
a material saving in current cost, by 
permitting the machinery to wort at 
the most economical speed instead of 
subjecting it to variable service to 
meet a fluctuating demand, always 
characteristic of a public water sup- 
ply; leaving out of view the diminu- 
tion of more than one-half the number 
of .engineers and firemen. 


A ItESERVOm.. 


The greatest natural altitude acces- 


able to your' city is found some 3,000 
feet south of the Pittsburgh Eailroad, 
at 
junction 
of 
Lafayette 
and 


Taber streets. The surface of this 
ground is fifty-six feet above the 
street at southwest corner of public 
square, and I submit for your consid- 
eration an approximate estimate of cost 
of constructing an earthen reservoir on 
this summit. The extreme height of 
reservoir banks to be forty-four feet, 
with a water depth of twenty feet- 
giving a surface elevation of -water 
or flow line of forty feet above the 
present summit or 96 feet above the 
surface of Oalhonn street opposite 
the court house. 
It would• have 


sufficiecf, altitude to deliver water in- 
to the:highest building in the city, 
under; sufficient pressure for all ordin- 
ary uses, and with a proper valve 
arrangement,the inlet to the reservoir 
could be shut off during 
conflaffra 


tions, using, direct supply ' for "fire 
pressure. The estimate contemplates 
a storage capacity of 3,000,000 gallons. 


A metallic stand pipe or tank 30 


feet in diameter and 125 feet high, 
would cost about the same as a reser- 
voir, less difference in cost of real es- 
tate. Its total capacity would be 
662,800 gallons, or 5,300 gallons per 
foot vertical. The upper vertical foot 
of reservoir would have a capacity

PIPE DISTRIBUTION. 


A properand judiciouspipe distribu- 


tion is one of the permanently impor- 
tant factors in a public water supply, 
and in examining the distribution as 
recommended 
by my friend, Mr. 


Lane, I take pleasure in noting the 
evidence of careful study, both as to 
capacity and location. 
I therefore 


have no important changes to suggest, 
but am constrained to recommend 
material additions in order to supply 
and protect many portions of the city, 
which I conside'r too important to be 
rightfully deprived of such facilities. 
Before letting contracts the distribu-- 
tion should be again carefully revised, 
with the view to greater perfection as 
to proper diameter, changes of loca- 
tion, etc. 


I respectfully suggest that you

er sources, and the mere dependence 
upon wells for ordinary or current 
needs, two or, at most, three such 
wells might meet your requirements 
for several years, or by multiplying 
or increasing the number of your 
wells your entire supply might be 
drawn from this source. 


No actual surveys of Spy Run and 


its attributaries having been made, its 
drainage area is not definitely known. 
From cursory examination of the 
stream and the map of the country 
traversed by it, its water shed should 
be approximately 7,500 acres; and 
with an average annual rainfall of ten 
inches, added to the numerous springs 
probably flowing into it, after making 
liberal allowance for evaporation and 
other sources of IOSB, it would seem to 
be a safe dependence for 1,000,000 or 
more callons per day. A proper sys- 
tem or storage nt eligible pointsnlong 
this stream, to boused in connection 
with wells in the City Park, would, in 
nil probability, furnish you nn ade- 
quate supply of very pure water.

You have also within eafiy access (tude, and consequently trati»mil 


would seldom be found more efficient 
than the reservoir for fire service. The 
cost of fuel would be something great- 
er with the stand pipe than reservoir 
service, owing to the greater altitude 
to which a large portion of the water 
would have to be raised. The reser- 
voir could be considered as practically 
in destructible, while the stand pipe, 
when not kept painted, is liable to be- 
come a perishable structure, la view 
of all connected circumstances the 
reservoir is demonstrably the better 
and cheaper device for your service, 
notwithstanding its . comparatively 
small excess in original cost. 


I trust that the construction of a 


reservoir will receiveyourmostcandid 
consideration. The upper five feet 
would contain about 1,000,000 gallons 
of water, which would fully meet your 
night demand. It would practically 
double the life of your pumping ma- 
chinery, relieve your pipe distribution 
from irregular and excessive strains 
and otherwise result in a considerable 
annual saving of wages, coal, etc. It 
would also answer a good purpose as 
a subsiding or settling reservoir, in 
the event of using river water. It 
would at all events prove a most val- 
uable adjunct to filtration, if found, 
necessary. By constructing a filter- 
bed nearthe reservoir to be supplied 
from it, the filter could safely be much 
smaller, as it would be used to filter 
the domestic supply only, using unfil- 
tered water for fire service. 


With modern, double-acting, pump- 


ing machinery, I have learnecl by ex- 
perience, to regard the use of small 
itand pipes ns of but partial utility— 
tretter, of course, than no relief—yet 
simply a medium between the rigid 
and objectionable features of direct 
pumping, and the ever present free 
dom find safetyof reservoir or gravity 
service. The office of the stand pipe 
is to allow the pumps to work against 
the elasticity of the atmosphere—in 
the performance of which, and while 
theoretically taking up nnd neutraliz- 
ing pulsations caused by pump action, 
its water column is in an uncuastng

tended to be a liberal one, and I feel 
satisfied that if you were now ready 
to invite proposals the work could be 
let to responsible contractors at prices 
considerably below these figures. 


The estimate contemplates a first- 


class 'system throughout—equal in" 
perfection and compartive capacity to 
the best works in the country. 


The local dissensions which charac- 


terized your water works movements 
in 1876, and which finally ripened into 
a successful injunction and estopment 
of proceedings,,was at that time re- 
garded by many as a public misfor- 
tune. The fearful decline which even 
at that date marked the course of ma- 
terial and labor, seemed ominous that 
minimum values had been reached, " 
and that any delay but threatened the 
hazards of an advancing market. 
A still further decline dispelled those 
theories, and your seeming misfortune 
proved to be a blessing in disguise. 
Pipe founders, east and west, now be- 
gin to evince greater 
confidence, 


owing to increased demand and firmer 
feeling in the iron market generally. 
In view of the evident tendency to 
returning confidence and better times, 
you cannot reasonably anticipate or 
safely hope for a more propitious time 
to embark in the construction of 
water works—an enterprise which 
you have long considered, and which 
palpably constitutes your city's great- 
est present need.

IF water works are not built the 
city will have to enlarge the fire de- 
partment, build new fire cisterns, and 
will undoubtedly be compelled to pay 
the canal company and the Pennsyl- 
vania company considerable sums of 
money annually for the use of their 
water. All of these expenses will be 
saved by the construction of water 
works. 


W A T E E 
W O E K S . 


As the date for the special election 
ordered by the council approaches, 
the water works question becomes the 
all engrossing topic of conversation 
among our citizens. The enemies of 
the improvement are active, alert and 
vigorous, and are sparing no pains to 
poison the minds of our people and 
induce them to oppose the improve- 
ment, which is demanded by every 
consideration of public welfare. There 
are many reasons why Fort Wayne 
should have water works and no good 
reason why she should not have them. 


Perhaps 
the 
first 
and 
most 
important 
consideration 
is 
that 
of protection against fire. Fort Wayne 
is now and has been for years abso- 
lutely at the mercy of fire. That a 
goodly portion of the city has not 
long since been laid in ashes, is to be 
ascribed to nothing but a degree of 
good fortune which has fallen to the 
lot of few cities. Our eflScient fire 
department—acknowledged to be the 
best in the state—has of course done 
much to prevent any great losses, but 
if a fire should once gain headway in 
certain quarters of the city and be 
fazmed by a strong wind, the depart- 
ment, 
with 
its 
present 
inade- 
quate 
supply of water, would be 
as 
powerless 
to 
stay 
its 
wages as it would be to stop a flood or 
a pestilence. With water works, built 
according T« the 
COOK 
plan, an 
abuodant supply of water would be 
convenient to practically every build- 
ing in the city, and a fire at any time 
and at any place could be drowned 
out before it had gained any head- 
way. 
Every manufacturing institu- 
tion and every shop where men are 
employed would be safe. 


W i ^ this perfect and complete 
protection the fire insurance com- 
p l i e s 
would no longer be en- 
abled to levy the enormous trib- 
ute 
which 
they 
have 
drained 
from Fort Wayne for so many years. 
Few penouB have any idea of the im- 


mena» sumi^ of moneys whidi iFVirt 
Wayne ihas piud for fire insurance, and 
which have gone to swell the wealth of 
eastern capitalists who have sent it 
back here and loaned it to our people 
at ruinous rates of interest. 
Fort 
Wayne has always been at the mercy 
of these insurance companies. 
Build 
water works, reduce the risk of fire 
to the minimum, and the insurance 
companies will be at the mercy of 
Fort Wayne. Our property owoers, 
with ample protection against fire, can 
compel the insurance companies to re- 
duce their rates of figures proportion- 
ate to the slight 
risk 
they will 
have, for it will not be so necessary 
as now to insure at all. 


Scarcely second to the question of 
fire protection is that of the public 
health. 
There is no doubt that a 
large proportion of the sickness of the 
city is due to impure and unwhole- 
some water. 
There is really very lit- 
tle pure water in the city. 
Most of it 
is more or less contaminated with the 
drainage from sewers, privy vaults 
and other receptacles of 
filth. 
This 
impure water produces the most seri- 
ous of the diseases which prevail here 
to any extent. It has been demon- 
strated that Fort Wayne can readily 
procure 
an 
abundant 
supply 
of 
very 
pure 
water. 
There 
is little doubt that the general use of 
such water would be followed by a 
speedy improvement in the public 
health and a reduction in the mortuary 
rate, and that the actual cash saving 
to many citizens as regards lost time, 
medicine, doctors, and undertakers' 
bills, etc., would more than offset the 
small increase in their taxes. 


An important consideration is that 
water works are absolutely necessary 
for the preservation and development 
of our manufacturing interests. 
Fort 
Wayne is absolutely dependent upon 
her 
manufacturing 
establishments» 
Remove them and the city would rap- 
idly 
shrink 
to 
the 
dimensions 
and importance 
of New Haven. 
It is a well known fact that important 
manufacturing enterprises would have 
been established here in the past but 
for the fact that we had no water 
works. 
They required fire protec- 
tion and could not afford to pay the 
high rates of insurance that were de- 
manded ; hence they sought other lo- 
calities. 
There is no doubt that if the 
Pittsburgh shops, or the Wabash shops, 
or the OLDS factory were destroyed by 
fire, they would not be rebuilt. Hun- 
dreds of men would be permanently 
thrown out of employment and a death 
blow dealt to the prosperity and pro- 
gress of Fort Wayne. 


If water works are not carried at the 
next election, they can never beerect- 
ed by the city, at least not until the 
present generation shall have passed 
away where water works are not 
known. 
The constitutional amend- 
ment limiting the indebtedness of cit- 
ies will undoubtedly be adopted at 
the next election, after which Fort 
Wayne will have no power to increase 
her indebtedness for. any purpose. 
Therefore, 
unless 
Fort 
Wayne 
builds water works now, she can nev- 
er build them. 


All things are now favorable for the 
enterprise. 
Materials are low; labor 
is cheap, interest is not high, and 
the credit of the city is so good 
that 
money 
can 
be 
obtained 
at a very low rate of interest. The 
saving to be effected by the funding 
of maturing city bonds, the reduced 
cost of running the fire department, 
the saving in the matter of fire cis- 
terns, etc., will almost, if not quite, 
overbalance the slightly increased tax 
to arise from the building of water 
works. 


Many additional reasons, of almost 
equal force, might be given why Fort 
Wayne should build water works at 
once. 
But the above should be suf- 
ficient to induce any reasonable man 
to vote in favor of the improvement.

WATER WORKS. 


The Full Text of J. D. 
Cook's Report. 


The Sonree of Sün^y, CM and 
Plan of Pipe Distribution.

A D o c u m e n t W h i c h Should 
be Carefully R e a d b y 
E v e r y Citizen. 


To t h e Trustees of W a t e r W o r k s , F o r t 
W a y n e , I n d i a n a : 
Gentlemen—For the second time, 
the policy of providing a public water 
supply for your city is being consid- 
ered. 
Having been called to revise 
former estimates as submitted by Mr. 
Moses Lane in February, 1876, and to 
make such suggestions as to increase 
of pipeage,etc.,a3 may seem necessary 
to meet subsequent growth and im- 
provement; also to review and, pos- 
sibly, to revise the source and means 
of supply, I respectfully report: 


That I have carefully considered the 
whole question, and herewith submit 
estimates and suggestions which I trust 
may serve to aid you in reaching cor- 
rect and logical conclusions. 


Like many, or most, other cities, 
your greatest preliminary as well as 
permanently important question per- 
tains to the source of supply—a ques- 
tion fraught with an importance sec- 
ondary, perhaps, to no other. 


SOURCE OF SUPPLY. 


Chemically pure water is neither 
obtainable nor desirable for ordinary, 
public and private uses. In its nor- 
mal elements of oxygen and hydrogen, 
it is unsuited to the various needs of 
communities and individuals. 
Its 
great solvent properties render it an 
attractive receptacle for extraneous 
solids, and gasses, commonly designat- 
ed as impurities. 
When in contact 
with the atmosphere it is constantly 
undergoing purification or contamin- 
ation until equilibrium is attained. 
Pure water may be contaminated by 
contact with impure air and pure air 
may be rendered at least temporarily 
impure while receiving and oxodizing 
poisonous gases evolved from impure 
water. 
During its subterranean pass- 
age or while percolating the earth it 
absorbs mineral and other soluble sub- 
stances, as well as 
animal and 
vegetable 
impurities 
from 
the 
surface. 
Siirface 
impurities 
are 
found both in suspension and solution. 
Suspended impurities usually impart 
turbidity or color to the water, and 
are removable by subsidence or filtra- 
tion, while those in solution can on- 
ly be fully removed by distillation. 
Waters which are impregnated even 
to a dangerous degree with organic 
pollution, are frequently limpid, in- 
odorous and pleasant to the taste; on 
the other hand, turbid and unsightly 
w a t e r s m a y c o n t a i n n o t h i n g h a r m f u l 
—nothing 
s e r i o u s l y 
o b j e c t i o n a b l e 
either for c u l i n a r y or m e c h a n i c a l uses. 


R a i n w a t e r , at the time of i t s t r a n s i - 
tion from vapor to water, may be con- 
sidered pure, but before reaching the 
earth, especially in populous manufac- 
turing districts, it absorbs and carries 
with it poisonous gasses and other at- 
mospheric impurities, and we accord- 
ingly have purer air after "refreshing 
showers," while cistern waters become 
proportionately impure and emit un- 
pleasant odors when kept confined in 
closely covered cisterns. 


All investigation teaches that the 
purest waters are generally found in 
running streams. 
Notwithstanding 
their occasional turbidity from sus- 
pended sediments, they promote more 
readily the precipitation of impurities 
and present a greater percentage of 
surface for the action of nature's great 
purifying agency, the oxidizing influ- 
ence of the atmosphere. 


Well water, although clear and cold, 
may contain impurities of a dangerous 
character. It is prone to act as a nat- 
ural and convenient depository for the 
worst phases of pollution—the drain- 
age from kitchens, barns, privies, etc., 
pollutions, the sources of which never 
cease, but are constantly replenished 
or increased. 


O r g a n i c i m p u r i t i e s m a y b e r e g a r d e d 
a s t w o - f o l d i n o r i g i n 
a n d efiect. 
A s 
found in rivers with ordinarily 
c l e a n 
shores, they generally result from 
vegetable decompo8ition,and are rarely 
harmful in quality or quantity; min- 
eral impurities are frequently bene- 
ficial. 
Well waters usually hold a 
greater quantity of lime and magnesia 
in solution, producing what is termed 
"hard 
water." 
Moderately 
hard 
waters, if otherwise pure, are not 
s e r i o u s l y objectionable for drinking 
and 
most 
culinary 
pur- 
poses; they are less liable to danger 
from lead pipes, as they do not so 
readily dissolve the oxide of lead, such 
waters are unsuited for laundry pur- 
poses owing to the great destruction 
of soap, and decidedly objectionable 
in production of steam; the carbonates 
being broken up by boiling, are re- 
solved into insoluble bases and de- 
posited as incrustations on the inner 
surface of boilers.

When we reflect that water consti- 
tutes three-fourths of the human or- 
ganism, that ninety-five percent of 
the blood and about eighty percent of 
our food is water, or its elements, its 
purity and healthfulness become a 
desideratum of almost vital importance. 


With you, as with all other cities 
contemplating simiUir enterprises, this 


questipii^s'ldlioald leeeiveN duis pn^i- 
nence and intelli^nt consideration ; 
but in contradistiiKtion to many oth- 
er citièv.Iiregard your case as fortu- 
nate beyond 
ordinary comparison. 
Your contiguity to several Bouree» of 
copious supply leaves you free to 
select whichever may seem best suited 
to your various need»—either from a 
single source'or by a composite ar- 
rangement, such, for instance, as to 
take your main supply from wells, 
with an auxiliary connection to meet 
extraordinary contingencies, from Spy 
Bun or the St. Joseph River; and I 
think it safe to say that either will 
compare favorably in point of health- 
fulness and purity, with the supply of 
other cities East and West.

whicli show a s o m e w h a t increased a m o u n t 
of it. 
There is n o reZiafcZe metliod 
k n o w n 
w h i c h allows to d e t e r m i n e t h e quantity 
of 
organic m a t t e r in a s a m p l e of water, there- 
fore I c a n b u t c o m p a r e t h e specimens. I t 
m a y be safe to say t h a t t h e Spy R u n water, 
as it a p p e a r s i n t h e sample, would n o t 
prove injurious to health, b u t t h e s a m p l e 
t a k e n f r o m t h e Canal Feeder a n d t h e St. 
J o s e p h River show a n a m o u n t of organic 
m a t t e r 
w h i c h m a k e s 
t h e m 
suspicious, 
t h o u g h m a n y of our citizens, I a m sure, 
d r i n k water f r o m their cisterns a n d wells 
w h i c h is still m o r e loaded w i t h organic 
substances. I h a v e n o doubt, however, 
t h a t t h e canal a n d river water m i g h t be 
sufficiently purified b y a proper 
filtering 
process.

The well water is shown to be 
1 73-100 times harder than the others; 
an 
objectionable feature for steam 
purposes, but fortunately character- 
ize<f by almost entire freedom from or- 
ganic matter. 


The Pharmaceutical JbiimaZgivestlie 
following as Heisch's sugar test, which 
is simple and easily made: 


"If half a pint of water be placed in 
a clean colorless glass stoppered bottle, 
a few grains of the best white lump 
sugar added, and the bottle freely ex- 
posed to the daylight in the window 
of a warm room, the liquid should not 
become turbid, even for a week or ten 
days. If the water becomes turbid it 
is open to grave suspicions of danger- 
ous contamination, but if it remain 
clear, it is almost certainly safe." 


In the absence of more actual knowl- 
edge as to the depth and converted 
area of the gravel deposit underlying 
a portion of your City Park, to the 
extent of dependence upon this source 
may be to some extent problematical. 
During the year 1876, your then city 
engineer (Mr. John Ryall) made sev- 
eral borings along and adjacent to 
Spy Run; several wells were also sunk 
at different points in the park, with — 
as I understand—generally favorable 
results. I was present at a pumping; 
test of one of these wellsby Fire Chief 
Vogel, on the 7th of June. 
The well 
is situated nearthe junction of Eighth 
street and Spy Run. Its inner diam- 
eter is six feet, and extends to a point 
about one foot below the top of water- 
bearing gravel. Its maximum capacity 
at that date was forty-five gallons per 
minute, or at the enormous rate of 
1,382 gallons per square foot, per 24 
hours. 
Such a rate, however, could 
n o t b e m a i n t a i n e d 
in c o n t i n u e d ser- 
vice, a s i t w o u l d c o n t i n u a l l y 
displace 
t h e finer particles of sand a n d gravel. 
T h e m a x i m u m rate of 
flow 
t h r o u g h 
filtering 
galleries w h e n 
placed 
a l o n g 
side of r i v e r s s h o u l d n o t e x c e e d 200 
gallons per square foot per 24 hours; 
and even this rate is seldom found 
durable when clarifying turbid river 
waters. But when, as in this c:.s 
the water is supplied from subterra- 
nean sources, perhaps a more rapid 
rate may be safely contemplated. At 
400 gallons in 24 hours per square 
foot, a daily pumpage of 3,000,000 
gallons would require a gravel area of 
7,500 square feet—equal to six wells, 
each 30 feet in diameter, extending 
six feet below the top of water gravel. 


With an auxiliary supply from oth- 
er sources, and the mere dependence 
upon wells for ordinary or current 
needs, two or, at most, three such 
wells might meet your requirements 
for several years, or by multiplying 
or increasing the number of your 
wells your entire supply might be 
drawn from this source. 


No actual surveys of Spy Run and 
its attributaries having been made, its 
drainage area is not definitely known. 
From cursory examination of the 
stream and the map of the country 
traversed by it, its water shed should 
be approximately 7,500 acres; and 
with an average annual rainfall of ten 
inches, added to the numerous springs 
probably flowing into it, after making 
liberal allowance for evaporation ana 
other sources of loss, it would seem to 
be a safe dependence for 1,000,000 or 
more gallons per day. A proper sys- 
tem of storage at eligible points along 
this stream, to be used in connection 
with wells in the City Park, would, in 
all probability, furnish you an ade- 
quate supply of verjr pure water. 


You have also within easy access 


S t Jo^ph Biver, from which an 
a^ndant jiapply ofsoft water and of 
more t^an average purity can always be 
drawn. It is anqaestionably purer 
and more desirable for all domestic 
and mechanical uses than the wells 
and cisterns now supplying your peo- 
ple. A well devised system of suosi- 
dence or filtration, or both, would of 
course, prove beneficial, as with all 
river waters. 
I should locate the 
point of intake above the French 
Brewery, and thus avoid objectionable 
drainage from that establisment. 


The 
importance of the subject, 
coupled with an earnest desire that 
your citizens may be lead to an intel- 
ligent investigation of a question so 
inseparably linked with the city's 
present and future health, safety and 
general progress must be my excuse 
for thus extending this portion of my 
report to an unpremeditated length. 


THE PUMPING WORKS. 


Your City Park being in every way 
eligible, I should recommend it as a 
suitable location for your pumping 
works, together with such wells as you 
may decide to construct; the wells 
can thus be kept safely remote from 
contamination 
incident to the en- 
croachment of population. At a point 
near the junction of Eighth street and 
Spy Run, your pumping works would 
be easily adjacent to any or all the 
several contemplated sources of sup- 
ply. 
Preliminary to a final decision, 
as to your pumpjng machinery, other 
component purts of the system should 
be considered. 
Continuity of service 
by "direct supply"—with or without 
a stand pipe of ordinary diameter, 
would require duplicate machinery, 
having 
the 
requisite 
provision 
for 
expansion, 
condensation, 
&c. 
This 
would 
cost 
20 to 
25 
percent, 
more 
than 
machi- 
nery of equal capacity designed to 
work through a reservoir or large 
stand pipe. For instance, with reser- 
voir or tank service, one first-class 
compound or condensing engine, with 
capacity to pump twenty-four hours' 
supply in eight to ten hours, would 
have ample resting time. And a cheap 
auxiliary non-condensing engine would 
furnish all needed safeguards against 
contingencies—such as accidents to 
main engine, large conflagrations, etc. 
Intermittent pumping will also prove 
a material saving in current cost, by 
permitting the machinery to work at 
the most economical »jieed instead of 
subjecting it to variable service to 
meet a 
fluctuating 
demand, always 
characteristic of a public water sup- 
ply; leaving out of view the diminu- 
tion of more than one-half the number 
of engineers and firemen. 


A BESERVOIB. 


The greatest natural altitude acces- 
able to your city is found some 3,000 
feet south of the Pittsburgh Railroad, 
at 
junction 
of 
Lafayette 
and 
Taber streets. The surface of this 
ground is fifty-six feet above the 
street at southwest corner of public 
square, and I submit for your consid- 
eration an approximate estimate of cost 
of constructing an earthen reservoir on 
this summit. 
The extreme height of 
reservoir banks to be forty-four feet, 
with a water depth of twenty feet— 
giving a surface elevation of water 
or flow line of forty feet above the 
present summit or % feet above the 
surface of Calhoun street 
opposite 
the court 
house. 
It would have 
siifficiecjt altitude to deliver water in- 
to the highest building in the city, 
under sufficient pressure for all ordin- 
ary uses, and with a proper valve 
a r r a n g e m e n t , t h e i n l e t t o t h e reservoir 
c o u l d be s h u t 
off d u r i n g 
conflagra 
tions, 
u s i n g 
direct 
s u p p l y 
for 
fire 
pressure. 
T h e e s t i m a t e 
contemplucea 
a storage c a p a c i t y of 3,000,000 gallons:. 


A m e t a l l i c s t a n d 
pipe o r t a n k 3 0 
feet in diameter and 125 feet high, 
would cost about the same a.s a reser- 
voir, less diíFerence in cost of real es- 
tate. Its total capacity would be 
662,800 gallons, or 5,300' gallons per 
foot vertical. 
The upper vertical foot 
of reservoir would have a capacity 
equal to 46 feet of stand pipe, and 3 
feet of the reservoir from the flow line 
downward would contain more water 
than the entire stand pipe. 
The 
stand pipe would furnish your ordi- 
nary night supply without pumping, 
but 
owing to its limited 
storage 
capacity 
and 
constant 
depletion 
would seldom be found more efficient 
than the reservoir for fire service. The 
cost of fuel would be something great- 
er with the stand pipe than reservoir 
service, owing to the greater altitude 
to which a large portion of the water 
would have to be raised. The reser- 
voir could be considered as practically 
indestructable, while the stand pipe, 
when not kept painted, is liable to be- 
c o m e a perishable structure. 
I n v i e w 
of all c o n n e c t e d 
c i r c u m s t a n c e s t h e 
reservoir 
is d e m o n s t r a b l y t h e better 
a n d cheaper d e v i c e for y o u r 
service, 
n o t w i t h s t a n d i n g 
its 
c o m p a r a t i v e l y 
small excess in original cost. 


I trust that the construction of a 
reservoir will receive your most candid 
consideration. The upper five feet 
would contain about 1,000,000 gallons 
of water, which would fully meet your 
night demand. It would practically 
double the life of your pumping ma- 
chinery, relieve your pipe distribution 
from irregular and excessive strains 
and otherwise result in a considerable 
annual saving of wages, coal, etc. It 
would also answer a good purpose as 
a subsiding or settling reservoir, in 
the event of using river water. It 
would at all events prove a most vaN 
uable adjunct to filtration, if found 
necessary. By constructing a filter- 
bed near the reservoir to be supplied 
from it, the filter could safely be mueh 
smaller, as it would be used to filter 
the domestic supply only, using unfil- 
tered water for fire service. 


With modern, double-acting, pump- 
ing machinery, I have learned by ex- 
perieBce, to regard the use of small 
stand pipes as of but partial utility— 
better, of course, than no relief—yet 
simply a medium between the rigid 
and objectionable features of direct 
pumping, and the ever present free 
dom and safety of reservoir or gravity 
service. 
The office of the stand pipe 
is to allow the pumps to work against 
the elasticity of the atmosphere—in 
the performance of which, and while 
theoretically taking up and neutraliz- 
ing pulsations caused oypump action, 
its water column is in an unceasing 
commotion with an ever varying alti- 
tude> and couiequently transmitting 


ptusatioitt (tliongh, medified in iMiTer- 
ity) tbroi^hout tJie entire distribu- 
tion. On the other hand, the reserroir, 
mtii its greater are^and incieased 
distance 
between 
influent 
and 
effluent 
openings, 
allows 
the 
water 
to 
become 
quiescent 
before entering the distributing mains. 


PIPK DISTRIBUNOK. 
A proper and judicious pipe distribu- 
tion is one of the permanently impor- 
tant factors in a public water supply, 
and in examining the distribution as 
recommended 
by my friend, Mr. 
Lane, I take pleasure in noting the 
evidence of careful study, both as to 
capacity and location. 
I therefore 
have no important changes to suggest, 
but am constrained to recommend 
material additions in order to supply 
and protect many portions of the city, 
which I consider too important to be 
rightfully deprived of such facilities. 
Before letting contracts the distribu-" 
tion should be again carefully revised, 
with the view to greater perfection as 
to proper diameter, changes of loca- 
tion, etc.

The local dissensions which charac- 
terized your water works movements 
in 1876, and which finally ripened into 
a successful injunction and estopment 
of proceedings was at that time re- 
garded by many as a public misfor- 
tune. The fearful decline which even 
at that date marked the course of ma- 
terial and labor, seemed ominous that 
minimum values had been reached, 
and that any delay but threatened the 
hazards of an advancing market.

Details of the Recent 
Fight 
Between Miles and the 
Indians. 


Twenty-Two Lodges of British 
Braves Camped Near 
Fort Belknap. 


The fellow Fever—Crimes and Casualties- 
Sporting News—Foreign Notes. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Washington, July 25,—Dispatches 
received at the war oflBce confirm the 
press dispatches relative to the fight 
with Indians in the northwest. Official 
dispatches state that two companies of 
the 2d cavalry and two companies of 
the 2d infantry, under Lieut. Clark, 
of the 2d cavalry, attacked the In- 
dians, about 400 strong, south of Milk 
River. 
Soon after the fight began, 
the savages managed to surround the 
troops, and but fot the timely appear 


ance of 
Milea's column serious 


consequences might have ensued. On 
the appearance of Miles's column the 
Indians fled. Gran. Miles, in his re- 
port, expresses the opinion that these 
Indians are a portion of Sitting Bull's 
band who have wandered from the 
main body in search of prey. 
Sitting 
Bull is believed to have 1,600 lodges, 
and is located just north of the British 
line. 
During the fight two men of 
company C, 2d cavalry,were wounded. 
also six friendly Indians, two of them 
seriously. 
The Sioux loss is supposed 
to be six killed. 


Washington, July 25.—The Indian 
agent at Fort Belknap reports to the 
commissioner of Indian afiairs that 
camp of twenty-two lodges of British 
braves recently crossed the line and 
camped near his post. 
They waited 
upon the agent in a body and demand- 
ed a feast. 
Upon his refusal they set 
fire to the hay on the meadow, and 
exhibited other hostilities. 
They are 
now camped five or six miles from the 
fort, and the agent says they 
intend 
remaining there for some time. He 
suggests that the military 
take the 
band i n hand and show them across 
the line at an early day. 
A telegram 
from Gren. Sheridan, 
received at the 
war department, and forwarded to the 
commissioner of internal affairs, says 
t h e commander at Custer 
telegraphs 
that Lieut. Lapoin'. < f the second 
cavalry, at Berry's Laiiuing, 
reports 
that Wolf's band of Crows are at the 
landing with information that 300 
lodges are south of the Missouri on 
their way to make friends with the 
whites. 


Bismarck, D. T., July 25.—The la- 
test report from Fort Peck says a 
courier has just come from Miles, and 
reports that he expected a battle with 
the Indians every day. There were 
1,600 lodges south of the line. 


The steamer Eclipse arrived last 
night from the Upper Missouri, bring- 
ing back a badiy scared party of excur- 
sionists. 
Thirty-five miles above Mus- 
selshell it took 
on 
board 
Lieut. 
Wright's detachment of the 7th in- 
fantry that had been on a scout kill- 
ing Indians. 


In a skirmish at Camp Loder, at the 
north of the Musselshell, about seven- 
ty Indians rose up as the boat round- 
ed a point, and made the shore ring 
with 
savage yells. 
Their demon- 
strations were dramatically hostile, 
but no attack on the steamer was 
made. 


Agent Henderson, of Wolf Point, 
sends the particulars of the massacre 
of the Lambert family. 
They were 
two miles back of the river on the 
prairie hunting, when the Indians cir- 
cled around and commenced firing. 


Lambert had only three cartridges. 
He used them to the best advantage, 
and after his horse was shot he fell 
dead by the animal's side. His wife 
and four children were killed and 
scalped. Two little boys who were 
found and ferried across at Wolf 
Point on a log raft were so seriously 
wounded they cannot live. 


One was shot in the side and the 
other in the back, with his forehead 
smashed in and h i s e y e o u t . 
Lambert 
was an intelligent half breed, noted 
for his friendship to white men.

To the Editor of the Gazette: 


I n what purported to be a commu- 
nication signed " C h u r c h m a n , " 
pub- 
lished in the SENTINEL of this city on 
F r i d a y last, was the following state- 
ment : 


The fact Is that Mr. Tate is being sacri- 
ficed to gratify the spite of three families 
—J. K. Edgerton's the Bonds, and the Nel- 
sons—(please publish the names, Mr. Ed- 
itor,)—who seem disposed to "run" the 
church without consulting anybody else. 


On Saturday last I addressed a note 
to the editor of the SENTINEL, asking 
for the name of t h e author of t h e 
" C h u r c h m a n " communication. M y 
inquiry was answered by a refusal to 
name the author. 
To this refusal I 
replied, saying, t h a t in the absence of 
a statement to me of the name of the 
author of the article referred to, I had 
no other conclusion or inference to 
draw than that the editor of the SEN- 
TINEL himself was the inventor 
and 
author, and I took occasion to char- 
acterize the article as a "causeless and 
unprovoked libel, false in fact and in 
every legal and moral sense, 'scanda- 
lous, 
malicious, a n d d e f a m a t o r y , ' " 
which is to say of it precisely what it 
deserves. 


To this I received no reply, unless it 
be contained in the editorial paragraph 
of 
Monday 
evening's 
SENTINEL, 
which I quote in full as an 
authorita- 
tive exposition by its editor of the 
principles, purposes and character of 
that journal. I t is as follows: 


Certain gentlemen affect to be greatly 
incensed at the course of the SENTINEL, 
with reference to the troubles in the Epis- 
copal Church. The SENTINEL has simply 
done in this matter as It proposes to do 
upon all subjee s of current interest- 
namely, print all the news, without fear 
or tavor. It has given both sides an equal 
opportunity to be heard, and so far as the 
gentlemen who claim to be aggrieved are 
concerned, we have only to say that we 
have no desire to print a paper to pleas® 
every» ody, and don't propose to make the 
attempt. We are printing the SENTINEL 
to accord with our own ideas of publishing 
a newspaper. If any of our citizen think 
they can print a better paper they are 
more than welcome to try the experiment. 


On Monday evening, before seeing 
this editorial, desiring to give the edi- 
tor the fullest opportunity to set him- 
self right, with the public and myself 
and the other families named, as to 
the " C h u r c h m a n " article,! addressed to 
him another note, asking, " u p o n what 
or whose information or by what au- 
thority was t h e statement 
made," 
(which I have quoted above from that 
article.) T o this inquiry I have no 
reply. 


The public of F o r t Wayne, as well 
as myself, is interested in the doings 
and character of the public press of 
this city. A wanton wrong and in 
jury done to me or any citizen, by the 
editor of a F o r t W a y n e newspaper, is 
a wrong and injury to the whole com- 
munity for the reason t h a t it is a pre- 
cedent and a threat of a like wrong 
and i n j u r y to every other citizen. A 
newspaper, conducted without moral 
integrity, and which, for the sake of the 
small gains of mercenary 
journalism, 
will pander to the lower and baser,rath- 
er than the higher and nobler feelings 
and motives and capabilities of h u m a n 
nature, is a public enemy, and should 
be so esteemed and dealt with by pub- 
lic opinion. 
The licentiousness of the 
press needs rebuke and punishment. 
Therefore it is that I call public at- 
tention to this case, that the public of 
F o r t Wayne—and b y that term I 
mean all its men and women who love 
t r u t h and hate falsehood and slander, 
and despise what is mean and merce- 
nary, and who, at heart, desire the 
public good in all things—may 
pass 
j u d g m e n t upon the F o r t W a y n e SEN- 
TINEL, and decide whether or not its 
course, in the attempt it has made to 
stir u p discord and 
mischief in a 
Christian church in this city, and to 
causlessly 
injure familes 
connected 
with that church, is in accord with 
the d u t y its editor and publishers owe 
to the people who support it, or is 
justifiable 
upon 
a n y principle of 
t r u t h f u l and honorable journalism. 


The points I make in regard to the 
SENTINEL a n d as to what i t calls 
"Trinity's Troubles" are— 


1. That there have been and are no 
troubles in Trinity Church with which 
the F o r t W a y n e SENTINEL or the gen- 
eral public have any concern or right 
to meddle. 


2. T h a t the SENTINEL'S statement, 
which I have quoted, referring to my 
family and " t h e Bonds and the Nel- 
sons," is wilfully false. 


3. T h a t the article signed "Church- 
m a n " above referred to was not a com- 
m u n i c a t i o n t o t h e S E N T I N E L , b u t 
w a s 
written by the editor himself, as was 
also the article it quoted and 
pub-

DOGS. 


Failure to Bxeoute the Muz- 
zlingr Ordinance. 


Reasons Why It Should be 
Carried Out. 


The mayor some time ago issued a 
proclamation forbidding the running 
at large of any dog unless properly 
muzzled, and the marshals have orders 
to shoot or poison all dogs not so muz- 
zled. 
Notwithstanding the order 
the 
city 
marshals 
and night 
patrolmen pass dozens of dogs daily 
on the streets which have neither 
muzzle nor collar, and yet those dogs 
are as safe from harm as if they were 
a 
hundred miles from any Fort 
Wayne officer. 
This is not right for 
two important reasons. 
In the first 
place it is a direct and open violation 
and defiance of a prescribed law of 
the city council and an order from the 
mayor. Should any of the ofiScers re- 
fuse to arrest a murderer when in 
their power to, and had been so order- 
ed by the city, the breach would not 
be any greater. In the second place, 
the officers are depriving the citizens 
of a protection which it is their right 
to 
enjoy. 
Is 
is 
absolute- 
ly 
dangerous 
for a 
dog to 
be running at large without being 
properly muzzled. A dog may not 
show any visible sign of hydrophobia 
and may have the disease in his sys- 
tem, and a child in playing with him 
may be bitten with fatal results. And 
could all the dogs in Fort Wayne and 
Ireland compensate a father for the 
loss of his child? The writer once 
saw a sufferer from hydrophobia and 
it was a sight not to be wished for 
again. Should a case of a similar 
kind occur here, which is not alto- 
gether improbable, the fault would lie 
directly with the officers, whose duty 
it is to carry out the instructions 
of their superiors, without distinction. 
One dog is as liable to hydrophobia 
as another, whether he belong to the 
king of Britain or a wandering Gyp 
sey. 
In larger 
cities, 
such as 
Indianapolis, St. Louis and others, 
the dog law is very 
strict and 
is most rigidly enforced, because it is 
a necessity and the necessity is as 
great here. It may appear a small 
matter to talk about, but a very small 
accident may prove that it is never- 
theless a vital one. The city would 
not tolerate tame rattlesnakes upon 
the streets of Ft. Wayne and dogs at 
this season are just as dangerous as 
tame rattlesnakes and should also not 
be tolerated.

AHTHOTTY WAYUE'S TWO GKATE 


How It Happened innt tine Remain 


of the Stony PointHeroUe in Tw 
Places. 
Erie, Pa., July 14.—There are few 


persona outside of the immediate 
n 


cinity who know that the remains 
Gen. Anthony Wayne, the. hero o 
Stony Point and the northwestern I: 
dian wars, are interred in two grav. 
—one being in his native county c 
Chester, in the southeastern coiner 6 
this state, and one on the shore of Lak 
Erie, in the northwestern corner. His 
tory makes no mention of tMssingula 
fact, but it is well authenticated. Th 
circumstances connected with it wil 
be of peculiar interest now, as the cen 
tennial anniversary of the stormin] 
and capture of Stony Point, one o 
the most important events of the re1 
olution, is to be celebrated on Wedne, 
day nest, at the scene of "Mad An 
thouy's" great exploit. 


In 1796 what is now the city of Eri 


was Fort Presque Isle. The fort was 
nothing more than a wooden stockade 
Gen. Wayne, after a successful cam 


Lign against the Indians, ret'.urncd to 
rqsqne Isle in the above year. He 


soon afterward died in the fort of gout 
He was buried at the foot of the flag- 
staff. In 1815 his family obtainec 
permission to remove the remains to 
Chester county. 
A son of Gen. 


Wayne's made the journey clear across 
the state, much of it then a dense 
wilderness, with a horse and gig. He 
lad informed Dr. John C. Wallace, oJ 
Presque Isle, of his intention to re- 
move the remains, and requested him 
to disinter and prepare tnem for re- 
moval. Dr. Wallace was an old In- 
dian fighter, and had accompanied 
Gen. Wayne through all of the latter's 
campaigns. He exhumed the remains. 
He was surprised to find that the 
:>6dy had not decayed, but that the 
:lesh had become as hard as bone, and 
of great weight. Knowing that it would 
30 impossible for the son to carry 
the body to Chester county in that 
condition, Dr. Wallace determined 
x> remove the flesh from the bones. 
This was done by boiling and the use 
of knives. The bones of Gen. Wayne 
were then packed in convenient form 
and were delivered to his aon on his 
arrival. He was not informed of the 
operation that had been performed. 
He returned with the box to Chester 
county where its contents were buried 
with appropriate ceremonies. A fine 
monument, commemorative of the 
dead hero and his deeds, was subse- 
quently erected at the grave where 
W Wayne was buried in 1796. The 
lid of the coffin bore the initials of 
the deceased, his age, and (lain of 
death, made by hrnss-hcadcd nails. 
Fort Presquo Isle gradually went 
to decay; in 
the 
course 
of 
a 


few years nothing remained to nuirk 
its sitfi or that of the grave. Tlio par- 
tics concerned in preparing the reg 


mains tor removal died, and every- 
thing connected with the burial was 
forgotten. Four years ago an anti- 
quarian was digging for relics around 
the ground where the old fort stood. 
Two feet below the surface he found 
some pieces of wood, which he re- 
moved. On one of the remnants was 
found the initials "A. W." in brats- 
headed nails. Other pieces contained 
lettering and ligures in brass-headed 
nolle. These decayed pieces of wood 
proved to he the remnants of the coffin 
in which thedetached remains of Gen. 
Wayne had beea buried. 
They were 


returned to the earth, a mound made, 
and the spot enclosed by a heavy 
iron chain hung on four posts. 
Las't 


winter the citizens of thiscitypetitioh- 
ed the legislature for an appropriation 
to pay for the raising of a monument 
«ver this grave of Gen. Wayne. In- 
quiry by members of the legislature 
resulted in establishing the above 
•facts. 
The grave in Chester county, 


already marked by a monument, was 
regarded as the real burying place of 
Gen. Wayne, however, and the appro- 
priation was not made. 
The citizens 


of Erie are now moving to rear a 
monument on the old Fort Presque 
Isle grave by voluntary contribution.

" I see," said Judge Smith Acker, as 
he mopped his head with a red and 
black silk hankerchief, "that the &iti 
devotes a good deal of space to snake 
stories. 
It's a good plan, for people 
like to read about snakes. 
There is a 
curious fascination about the crea- 
tures, whether in the body or in print. 
Now, I have had some experience 
with 
snakes, 
principally 
rattle- 
snakes, 
and it 
was not in 
Pike county, 
Peunsylvania, either. 
Iowa used to be no bad place for 
saakes, and I'll tell you a little expe- 
rience I had one summer and fall, a 
good many years ago, in Iowa. I went 
out to Milleray late in August, to shoot 
prairie chickens. 
Ten or twelve miles 
from Dubuque is a regular young 
Ireland. The towns are Garryowen 
and Terry, and Ballycleugh and Mil- 
leray. 
Most of the people are Irish, 
and'in Milleray there is a big monas- 
tery, where an Irish order of the monks 
of La Trappe have a colony. 
They 
own thousands of acres of land, and 
receiving as inmates as 'Brothers,' 
as 
they 
call 
them, 
a 
great 
many of the young men around 
there. 
Well, 
to 
get 
back 
to my snakes. I went out to shoot 
chickens and put up at the Twelve- 
Mile House. It was then a well-known 
inn, right on the road to Pike's Peak, 
and kept in good style by Lem Litton, 
a mighty good fellow. I remember 
he had a couple of pretty daughters 
and a bright son, and I hear one of the 
girls has become a nun and the boy a 
'brother.' 
Well—snakes? 
Oh, yes. 
It was my first season there and Lit- 
ton said to me, 'Judge, you must look 
out for snakes on the prairie. 
Wear 
boots always, keep your flask well fill- 
ed with good whisky; and look here: 
See this weed,' and he pointed to a 
small plant about ten inches high, of 
a pale green color, and evidently a 
species of cactus, for the leaves 
were smooth, with little thorns on the 
edges. 
This is the snake weed, and if 
a rattles does get his tooth into you, 
just fill up with whisky, chew si me 
of that weed, swallow the juice and 
put the pulp on the bite. 
That'll fix 
you.' 


"Well, sir, I did find snakes, rattle- 
snakes, lots of 'em. My pointer usu- 
ally let me know where they were, 
and sometimes they'd let me know by 
their shrill rattle. 
I'd seen snakes in 
Steuben county, in this state, spotted 
fellows, but these were unlike any I'd 
seen, being almost perfectly black, not 
very large but very active. I killed 
seventeen snakes and three chickens 
the first day T was out—not that the 
chickens wern't thick, but the snakes 
were thicker and attracted more at- 
tention. 


"The next day, while working over 
a wheat stubble where a gang of men 
were shocking wheat that had just 
been bound, I heard a yell. One of 
the Irishmen liad been bitten by a 
rattle that was under a sheaf of wheat 
and had fastened in his arm as he 
picked it up. The poor fellow was 
scared to death 'most. I out with a 
flask (it held a plump pint) and he 
put it to his lips, and when he took it 
down it was empty. 
Then we started 
him on a run for the hotel. I looked 
for snake weed, but not a blade could 
I find. I believe that's usually the 
way—you can't find it when you 
want it. We got the man, whose 
name was Martin something or other, 
to the house, and there filled him up 
with more whisky. At first it didn't 
seem to affect him, and the arm 
kept swelling and got black. But 
bym'by Martin 
began to get happy; 
then he got hilarious; 
then fight- 
ing drunk, and finally he fell off his 
chair, dead drunk. He was saved. 
The next day he was out with his 
arm in a sling, and I found him over 
in the same wheat stubble, slowly 
walking around and gazing at the 
ground. 
'What are you looking for, 
Mart?' I asked. 
He winked slyly 
ann drawled out: 'Faith, sur, oi'm 
lucking for the boit uv a shnake.' I 
took the hint, and gave him a good 
swig of whisky, without putting him 
to the trouble of getting bitten by a 
snake to secure it. 


"The children around there used to 
kill the snakes and pull off their rat- 
tles. 
By tying a thread around the 
center of the rattles, making a loop of 
each end of the thread, and twisting 
it slowly around the fingers, the rat- 
tles would vibrate and sound in a 
natural 
manner. 
^ n the district 
school on the prairie there wasayoung 
woman just from the east who was 
dreadfully afraid of snakes, and it was 
a cheerful habit of the young ones, 
when they wanted a holiday, to get 
out their rattles behind 
their desks 
and set them whirring. 
Why, they 
used to scare the life out of that poor 
girl, who would gather up her skirts 
and scoot for home at the first rattle. 
The little devils used to vary their 
performance and render it more real- 
istic by leaving dead snakes around 
the school house, and giving it out 
that there was a nest under the floor. 


"There was a little Irishman named 
Tom Clancey, who worked for Litton, 
and who had a reputation as a snake- 
catcher. 
His plan was to pin the 
snake's head to the ground with a 
forked stick, then to slip a loop over 
the head, fasten it to nis stick, and 
thus drag his captive, squirming,home. 
I wanted a live s|>ecimen of the tim- 
ber rattler, which is usually 
much 
larger than his prairie cousin, and in- 
•itead of being black is orange and 
black, and a decidedly venomous look- 
ing beast. One day Tommy succeeded 
iu capturing a big yellow fellow with 


fifteen rattles, and "was dragging him. 
home in h i ^ glee » t the prospect of 
the $5 I had offered for Uie reptile,, 
when a fellow driving a breaking team, 
passed, and as he passed, struck the 
snake across the back with his ten-foot, 
ox whip. You know a light blow 
will 
kill a rattiej, and this blow 
killed 
Tommy's 
captive. 
Well,, 
you'd better believe that Irishman, 
was mad. 
Whirling around, he lifted 
his stick, and uedng the big snake for 
a lash, he walloped :jhe teamster lusti- 
ly. At first the fellow returned the^ 
compliment with his ox goad, but 
when he felt the clammy snake flap- 
around his face and neck once or 
twice, his nerve went back on him,, 
•nd he turned and ran, pursued by the 
little Irishman, who whipped him 
with his rattler as long as his breath 
held out. 
Tommy afterwards caught 
me another big snake, but not so big 
as the first, and I had the pleasure of 
bringing him east and presenting him 
to my brother-in-law, who has a weak- 
ness for that sort of pet.'*

esting autograph 'letter by "Mad" 
Anthony Wayne. 
The letter was in 
the possession of Maj. C. B. Cotton, 
who forwarded it, at the request of 
Benson J . Lossing, the historian, to 
the Historical 
Society of Kockland 
county, where the centennial of the 
battle of Stony Point was celebrated. 
A copy of the letter is given below: 


Springsteels, 11 o'clock p. m., 15th 
July, 1776, and Near the Hour and 
Scene of Carnage.—D^ar Delaney: 
This will not reach your eye until the 
Avriter is no more. The inclosed papers 
I submit (in their rough state) to your 
charge, that in case any ungenerous 
reflections may hereafter drop from il- 
liberal minds, my friend may be en- 
abled to defend the character and sup- 
port the honor of the man that loved 
! liim and fell in defense of his country 
and the rights of mankind. 


You have often heard me deplore 
the supineness and unworthy torpidi- 
ty into which congress was lulled, and 
that it was my decided opinion 
this 
would be a sanguinary campaign, in 
which many of the choicest spirits 
and much of the best blood in Ameri- 
ca would be lost, owing to the parsi- 
mony and neglect of congress. If 
ever any prediction was true it is this, 
and if ever a great and good man was 
surrounded with a choice of difficul- 
ties, it is Gen. Washington. 
I fear 
the consequences. 
I see clearly that 
he will be impelled to make other at- 
tempts and etforts in order to save the 
country that he will not be adequate 
to, and' that he may fall a sacrifice to 
the folly and parsimony of our worthy 
rulers. 


I know that friendship will induce 
you to attend to the education of my 
little son and daughter. I fear that 
their tender mother will not survive 
this stroke—do go and comfort her, 
tell her her children claim her kindest 
! offices and protection. 
My best and 
sincerest wishes to Mrs. Delaney and 
family, and to all friends. I am called 
up, but where to breakfast, either 
within the enemies' lines in triumph 
or in another world. 
Then farewell, 
my best and dearest friend, and be- 
lieve me to the last moment yours, 
most sincerely,

AKTHOWY WAYNE'S TWO GBAVES. 


H o w I t H a p p e n e d iliMt tin« R e m a i n s 
o f t b e S t o n T " P o i n t Her«» l . i e i n T w o 
P l a c e s . 
Erie, Pa., July 14.—There are few 
persons outside of the immediate vi- 
cinity who know that the remains of 
Gen. Anthony Wayne, the hero of 
Stony Point and the northwestern In- 
dian wars, are interred in two graves 
—one being in his native county of 
Chester, in the southeastern coiner of 
this state, and one on the shore of Lake 
Erie, in the northwestern corner. His- 
tory makes no mention of this singular 
fact, but it is well authenticated. The 
circumstances connected with it will 
be of peculiar interest now, as the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the storming 
and capture of Stony Point, one of 
the most important events of the rev- 
olution, is to be celebrated oil Wednes- 
day next, at the scene of "Mad An- 
thony's" great exploit. 


In 1796 what is now the city of Erie 
was Fort Presque Isle. The fort was 
nothing more than a wooden siockade. 
Gen. Wayne, after a successful cam- 
paign against the Indians, ret.urned to 
Presque Isle in the above yoar. He 
soon afterward died in the fort of gout. 
H e was buried a t t h e foot of t h e flag- 
stafT. 
I n 1 8 1 5 h i s f a m i l y 
o b t a i n e d 
I>ermission to remove t h e r e m a i n s t o 
Chester county. 
A son of Gen. 
Wayne's made the journey clear across 
the state, much of it then a dense 
wilderness, with a horse and gig. He 
had informed Dr. John C. Wallace, of 
Presque Isle, of his intention to re- 
move the remains, and request<id him 
to disinter and prepare them for re- 
moval. 
Dr. Wallace was an old In- 
dian fighter, and had accompanied 
Gen. Wayne through all of the latter's 
campaigns. He exhumed the remains. 
He was surprised to find that the 
body had not decayed, but that the 
flesh had become as hard as bone, and 
of great weight. Knowing that it would 
be impossible for the son to carry 
the body to Chester county in that 
condition. Dr. Wallace determined 
to remove the flesh from the bones. 
This was done by boiling and the use 
of knives. The bones of Gen. Wayne 
were then packed in convenient form 
and were delivered to his son on his 
arrival. He was not informed of the 
operation that had been performed. 
He returned with the box to Chester 
county where its contents were buried 
with appropriate ceremonies. A fine 
monument, commemorative of the 
dead hero 
a n d his deeds, was subse- 
quently erected at the grave where 
G « n . W a y n e was buried in 1796. T h e 
lid of the coffin 
bore the initials of 
the deceased, hi.s age, a n d date o f 
death, made by brass-headed 
nails. 
Fort 
Presque Isle gradually went 
to decay; in the course of a 
few years nothing remained to mark 
its site or that of tlie grave. 
The par- 
ties concerned in preparing the reg 


mains for removal died, and every- 
thing connected with the burial was 
forgotten. 
Four years ago an anti> 
Quarian was digging for relics around 
the ground where the old fort stood. 
Two feet below the surface he found 
some pieces of wood, which he re- 
moved. 
On one of the remnants was 
found the initials "A. W." in brass- 
beaded nails. 
Other pieces contained 
lettering and figures in brass-headed 
nails. 
Tliese decayed pieces of wood 
proved to be the remnants of the coflSn 
in which the detached remains of Gen. 
Wayne had been buried. 
They were 
returned to the earth, a mound made, 
and the spot enclosed by a heavy 
iron chain hung on four posts. 
Last 
winter the citizens of this city petition- 
ed the legislature for an appropriation 
to pay for the raising of a monument 
over this grave of Gten. Wayne. In- 
quiry by members of the legislature 
resulted in establishing the above 
facts. 
The grave in Chester county, 
already marked by a monument, was 
regarded as the real burying place of 
Gen. Wayne, however, and the appro- 
priation was not made. 
The citizens 
of Erie are now moving to rear a 
monument on the old Fort Presque 
Isle grave by voluntary contribution.
